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OSHAWA was incorporated as a city in 1924. OSHAWA, situated in Central 
Ontario, with a population of 25,000, is a centre of specialized industries, 
the largest industrial centre between Toronto and Montreal. Served by 
Canadian National and Canadian Pacific Railways, and is on the Provincial 
Highway System. As a distributing centre it is unexcelled. 

OSHAWA’S growth, during the past few years has been rapid and sub¬ 
stantial, mainly attributable to the cheap, constant power from the Hydro- 
Electric Power System and surplus available, shipping facilities for reach¬ 
ing all markets economically; good labor conditions, and a city of work¬ 
men’s homes and fine residences. 

OSHAWA has a street railway, filtration plant and waterworks, collegiate 
institute, public and private schools, commercial college, modern hospital, 
fine parks, handsome churches and public buildings and two theatres. The 
city enjoys efficient fire and police protection; in fact, all conditions suitable 
for business, health and pleasure. 

OSHAWA is particularly fortunate in that it has a splendid modern hospital 
to care for the sick. The General Hospital is in the category of approved 
or standardized hospitals. This means that it measures up to the require¬ 
ments, thus assuring that as far as equipment and efficient administration 
can aid in the work of this hospital, these features are adequate. The 
medical staff of this institution is well organized and has close supervision 
_ever the essentials of good service. 

OSHAWA is within sixty miles by road or rail from the famous Kawartha 
Lakes, noted for their small-mouthed black bass and maskinonge. 

OSHAWA’S industries are diversified in character, predominant amongst 
which is the General Motors of Canada .This organization employs between 
6,000 and 6.000 hands in the manufacture of automobiles and trucks. Con¬ 
stant building expansion at this plant has been necessary to meet the re¬ 
quirements of production; this applies also to other industries, which 
include the following:

LIMITED—manufacturers of glass bottles and 
containers. This plant is situated on Ritson Road North and occupies a 
floor space of approximately 25000 square feet. 

In the process of manufacture the raw material is first crushed in a crusher 
from minerals mined at Bathurst, Ontario, then conveyed into an elevator 
to the top of the building and fed by machinery into the furnace. Finished 
glass then comes through an automatic feeder, which in turn, supplies the 
bottle making machines. It is then automatically conveyed and placed on 
trays inside an annealing furnace which tempers the glass to the desired 
quality. The bottles are picked off by experienced packers who examine, 
pass and place the finished product on a gravity conveyor ready for ship¬ 
ment. 

The glass is manufactured from Feldspar instead of Silica sand as in the 
old process. 

Feldspar Glass Co. Limited have the distinction of being the first concern in 
the world to instal an all electric process in the manufacture of glass.

The importance of industries in Oshawa is evidence of the city’s advantages, 
the factories have been enlarged again and again. 

OSHAWA’S population has more than doubled during the past ten years 
and payroll has increased from $2,000,000 in 1917 to approximately $11,000, 
000 in 1927. 

OSHAWA has a modern electric street car service which is operated by the 
Oshawa Railway Co. In addition the city is served by a well organized 
motor bus transportation service which makes connections to faciliate travel 
to practically any point in the province. 
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COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE, OSIIAWA 
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OSHAWA has a number of fine parks, chief amongst which is Lakeview 
Park, containing 65 acres bordering on Lake Ontario. Constant im¬ 
provements are being made to keep pace with local demands and to meet 
the needs of picnic parties as well as tourists. 

Alexandra Park covers 25 acres and is the site of Oshawa’s Annual Fair. 
Central Memorial Park contains 5 acres, and being located near the heart 
of the city was chosen as the logical site for one of Canada’s finest war 
memorials. 

Rotary Park also covers 5 acres and is admirably situated to serve its pur¬ 
poses. In addition there, is Cowan’s Park with 6 acres underdevelopment as 
well as several smaller parks and beauty spots. 

Oshawa Young Men’s Christian Association is one of the most important 
institutions in this city. It stands for service and sets a high value upon 
the city’s greatest asset, boys and young men. 

Eighteen years ago the Y.M.C.A. was erected largely through the interest 
and support given by the late Mr. Robert McLaughlin, founder of the 
McLaughlin industry, who was its Charter President. 

The building is situated at 55 Simcoe St. South and occupies three floors 
and a basement with additional space given over to a gymnasium, showers 
and swimming pool. The dormitories accommodate 24 men who make it 
their home when away from home. Its parlours are used for meetings by 
some 26 religious, athletic; social and labor organizations of the city. 

The gymnasium is a constant scene of activity by boys of all ages, senior 
members, also a number of church groups and scouts. 

Hundreds of new comers to the city visit the Y.M.C.A., seeking advice, in- 
i2§ formation, employment, .boarding places, etc. 

Mr. L. W. Petley is the General Secretary, and Mr. A. Ingham is the 
Boys’ Work Director. 

Owing to the rapid growth of the city, the National Council of the Y.M.C.A. 
has recently taken a survey of the work and it is expected the result will be 
a larger addition to the present structure to ensure a greater and more 
efficient service.

LAKEVIEW PARK was purchased and formerly owned by Thos. Henry, 
grandfather of Dr. F. L. Henry, who cut the bush and cleared the land on 
the farm then called the Town Farm. Dr. F. L. Henry’s father eventually 
bought the farm now known as Lakeview Park and the stone house which 
to-day still stands as testimony to the sturdy construction of that period of 
nearly a century ago. 

At the death of Mr. Henry Sr. the Town Farm was deeded to his son Joseph 
Henry, who eventually moved to California and sold the farm to the Town 
which built a septic tank to take care of the sewage. He gave to his son 
William Henry the farm at the lake, which was sold later to Mr. Charles 
Robinson, son of James Robinson, a partner in the firm then known as 
Robinson and Laughlin Tannery. 



The Town of Oshawa which had been making progress and growth up to this 
time, always had some very thinking manufacturers, among whom was the 
McLaughlin Carriage Company which had a reputation throughout the 
Dominion of building the finest carriages in the British Empire and whose 
slogan was “We build one grade only, and that, the best.” 

It was about the year 1906 that it occurred to some members of the carriage 
company that the day age was about ready to enter into a new form of 
vehicle other than carriages, and in the year 1907 Mr. Robert McLaughlin 
and his sons, George and Sam, together with Mr. Oliver Hazlewood, who was 
then connected with the carriage industry, considered the time had arrived 
to enter the larger field of manufacturing horseless carriages. The business 
at that time had made some advancement in the American Republic, but no 
automobiles had been made in Canada. Thus they sold their carriage 
business to the Rrockville Carriage Co. and started in 1907 the groundwork 
of the automobile industry which was then known as the McLaughlin 
Automobile Co. 
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Their carriage business was enormous, and they had targe holdings in every 
city from the Atlantic to the Pacific which they eventually sold to the 
General Motors Corporation of America, but retained large interests in the 
Canadian concern. Mr. Sam McLaughlin was elected as President of the 
Canadian end of General Motors, a position which he still occupies. 

The McLaughlin family, who have always been most loyal to Oshawa, 
thought that one of the things much needed was some out of door area for 
the use and pleasure of citizens. Through their good offices, the General 
Motors Corporation purchased the lands known as the Henry farm and 
presented them to the Town of Oshawa. 

The park, at this time, as far as having any formation of a park, consisted 
of 50 or GO apple trees which Mr. Thomas Henry had planted some 80 years 
ago. These old apple trees have served, up to the present time, as shade 
trees in the park, but several hundred trees have been purchased and 
planted since, and are augmenting the purpose as shade, as the old trees are 
dying out. 

These grounds, under the supervision of the Parks Commission, have been 
kept in the most attractive and clean condition for many years until now they 
are the means of attracting many people from the City of Toronto and 
surrounding points who find this delightful spot the ideal place to spend 
their holidays or week ends. 

Last year the Parks Commission undertook the erection of a pavilion which 
was constructed without cost to the rate payer, as the concessions therefrom 
in the rental of park and pavilion, fully met the debenture debt and all 
overhead expenses.

Electric power is delivered by the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
POWER mission of Ontario to the industries and the rates are low. 

SUPPLY Realizing the necessity of an available surplus of power to 

meet the expansion of existing and new plants, Mayor R. D. 
Preston and Council succeeded in obtaining from the Power Commission a 
second line to run from Port Hope to Oshawa, thus doubling the capacity 
now available. To further improve voltage regulation the Commission will 
install a line Synchronous Voltage regulation. 


Oshawa has an excellent waterworks system. Water is 
FIRE pumped by two electric units and two steam units and 

PROTECTION an adequate supply is assured at all times. The fire 

department is well equipped and has motorized ap¬ 
paratus. Fire losses in 1917 were §125,000 and $18,000 in 1926. 

Land excellently situated for manufacturing sites is ob- 
LOW tainable at moderate prices and the assessed values are 

OVERHEAD consequently attractive. This with good fire protection and 
power, and other advantages, provides a condition for low 
overhead expense.
